BIRKENRUTH’S SUCCESS ABROAD. 

Harry Birkenruth, the American rider in Austria- 
Hungary, has to his credit this season the Grand 
Prize, the richest racing event run in Germany. 
The race, which was run at Hamburg, was won 
by Faitb, ridilen by the American boy. Birkenruth , 
Avas developed by Sam Hildreth and Louis Ezell at 
the tracks in the middle west and in California. 
He led the riders at San Francisco for two seasons 
Iiefore going abroad, where he has had the greatest 
suc4*ess and made a name for himself; especially 
as a judge of pace he is much admired. Tlie success 
of Herr von Mautner’s stable on the Austrian 
turf, dates from Birkenrutb's connection with it. 
Last season it won more than $100,000. It is the 
riders of the caliber of Fred Taral and Birkenruth 
Avho have made the demand for American jockeys 
so strcMig in Austria-Hungary. 

Jockey Eugene Hihlebraml will ride at the Butte 
meeting.

Ncav Y'ork, June 28. — After all the clamor for the

Club’s tracks. Mars Cassidy has come out with an 
umpiulilietl statement to the effect that this methoil 
of sending horses aAvay from the post is impractic- 
ahlc, and tliat ho can do much better work with the 
flat footed break. 

As the Jockey Club has all along Insisted that 
the standing start was the only proper way to 
handle the fields at the barrier, Cassidy’.s surpris- 
ing statement in the face of the long-drawn-out howl 
for the ‘‘walk up" probably means that there will 
be no more agitation on this line. As Cassidy has 
the matter in his own hands he will go ahead 
Avith tho present method at the post and do the 
liest he can. 

Cassidy declares that the ‘‘walk up" system 
would be all right if couiparatively few horse.s, 
racing day iu and day out, w’ere to be handleil.

dally, together w’ith large fields, he says, the 
moving start would only cause confusion and in- 
creased fault-finding on the part of the public. So 
the flat-footed break will remain in vogue, much 
to the satisfaction of conservative turfmen, who 
say that it is best to let well enough alone.
